At this 
time the ballots of fourteen absent voters were examined and 
checked, all having been accepted, and were put through the 
ballot box, which now registered 1497. A total of 1497 ballots 
were accounted for. The ballot clerks list showed that 1497 
(819 male, 678 female) names had been checked, and the 
checking list showed the same number. 


The result was tabulated and at 11.45 P. M. was declared 
in open meeting, as follows:

VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


No child may enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter school. To enter 
school in the fall of 1939, a child must be six years old on or 
before October 1, 1939. 


No child may enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. To enter 
kindergarten in the fall of 1939, a child must be five years 
old on or before October 1, 1939. No child may enter school 
after October 1 except by special permission. 


When a child first enters school in the town a birth 
certificate and vaccination certificate must be presented. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease shall not return to school until he has 
secured a health certificate signed by a physician. This 
certificate will be exchanged through the superintendent of 
schools for a return permit to be given to the teacher.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The Librarian respectfully submits the fifty-third an- 
nual report. 


To summarize the appended figures briefly: 125 new 
borrowers registered during the year making the total num- 
ber 2,006, and the circulation was increased by 4,080 books. 
2,758 was the adult gain, 1,726 was the juvenile gain and 
there was a decrease of 404 books at the Branch. 


Miss Zeta Snodgrass who has had charge of the child- 
ren’s work for the past ten years was married in January 
and resigned February first. She was a loyal member of the 
staff for thirteen years and her pleasing manner and willing- 
ness to serve was appreciated by the Librarian and the library 
patrons. The children’s work has been ably carried on by Mrs. 
Paul Day. 


Miss Clarice E. Seagrave, art supervisor in the schools, 
arranged a most attractive exhibit in the Children’s Room in 
February. Pictures, scrapbooks and original poems illustrat- 
ed a transportation project by pupils of grade five, Dutcher 
Street School. 


One of the outstanding events for the year for the child- 
ren was a Marionette Show. The Community House was 
kindly loaned on the morning of June 4. The entertainment 
was made possible through the kindness of Mrs. Day’s sister, 
Mrs. Warner Forbes of Stamford, Connecticut, and her three 
children. More than 200 were in the enthusiastic audience. 


During the summer many children made their own game 
of authors compiled from favorite books in the Children’s 
Room. Rewards of books, book-plates and record books were 
generously supplied by Miss Bancroft. 
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National Book Week was observed November 14-19. 
Robin Hood received the most votes for “my favorite book.” 
The pupils in one of the grades voluntarily made appropriate 
posters for the library bulletin board. This was just one ex- 
ample of the splendid co-operation of the teachers with the 
library. 


A Christmas Eve story hour was held by the lighted tree 
at six o’clock with about forty present. Mrs. Day read the 
stories. 


In December the High School Freshman Class came to 
the library for a lesson in the use of reference books and of 
the card catalogue. The older books on the High School re- 
quired reading list have been replaced with new editions con- 
taining attractive illustrations and larger print. 


The loans of statuary, model boats and airplanes, and 
other exhibits by interested parents and friends have been 
very helpful and greatly appreciated. 


The Librarian and Mrs. Day attended the mid-winter 
meeting of the Massachusetts Library Association in Cam- 
bridge and Miss Jordon’s review of Children’s Books in 
October. The library was represented at the New England 
Conference at Manchester, Vermont by the Librarian, who 
served on the hospitality committee.
